FEATURED BIOGRAPHIES 


Lawrence E. "Lee" Knier 

Knier joined the Salisbury University faculty in August 2004. He had relocated to the 
Eastern Shore following a career as a music educator in Pennsylvania and New Jersey. A 
graduate of both Temple and Arcadia Universities, he earned degrees in music education 
and performance with concentrations in trombone and conducting. Knier also 
matriculated at Drexel and Immaculata Universities studying business and arts 
administration. He is presently conducting the Concert Band at Salisbury University and 
teaching courses in music and applied brass lessons. 

Formerly a trombonist with St. Peter by the Sea Orchestra, he also has performed 
regularly with the Metro Lyric Opera Orchestra, the Mid-Atlantic Symphony, Garden 
State Philharmonic, Main Line Symphony, Brookdale Big Band, Tex Benecke and the 
Modernaires, and the Steel Pier Show Band. He has toured with the Nelson Riddle 
Orchestra and Buddy DeFranco and the Glenn Miller Orchestra. 

Lee lives in Salisbury with his wife Veronica and their son Chris. Veronica is a concert 
pianist and member of the music faculty at University of Maryland Eastern Shore. 

John O'Meara 

O’Meara has combined a full-time career as a research scientist with free-lance work as a 
professional oboe and English horn player. His musical experience includes extensive 
playing in musical theatre, ballet, opera and local symphony orchestras in the Boston area 
while attending MIT. He also played one season in the Oklahoma City Symphony 
Orchestra before starting his full-time scientific career. 

Upon retiring to Ocean View, DE, in 1988, he resumed his first love of music and 
has been a member of the Salisbury University Concert Band, the Salisbury Symphony 
Orchestra and various chamber music groups since 1992. He continues to study with 
Lloyd Shorter, professor of oboe at the University of Delaware. 

Glenn H. Luedtke 

Luedtke began his musical career as a percussionist. While studying at the Peabody 
Conservatory, he joined the Baltimore Symphony Orchestra, where he performed until 
becoming a member of the United States Army Band (“Pershing’s Own”) in Washington, 
D.C. While in the Army Band, he performed with the Concert and Ceremonial Bands, 
Herald Trumpets, Orchestra, and Chamber Singers, retiring as a Sergeant Major 
following more than 20 years of service. 

Upon retiring from the Army, Luedtke, a nationally registered paramedic, joined the 
faculty of the Emergency Health Services Program at The George Washington University 
School of Medicine and Health Sciences in Washington, D.C., as an adjunct assistant 
professor of emergency medicine. He later became director of Cape and Islands 
Emergency Medical Services in Cape Cod, MA. prior to coming to Delaware as director 
of Sussex County EMS. He is a frequent lecturer at regional, national and international 
EMS conferences and symposia, and he continues his faculty affiliation with GWU. 

While a student in the percussion department at the Peabody Conservatory, Luedtke 
minored in trumpet, studying with former BSO principal trumpet player Domenic 
DeGangi, and upon retiring from the U.S. Army Band, he decided to concentrate on that 
instrument. He played with and conducted several community bands on Cape Cod and 




joined the Salisbury University Band in 2001. He also performs with the Salisbury 
Community Band and is principal trumpet and assistant conductor with the Milford 
Community Band and principal trumpet with the local brass quintet A Touch of Brass. 
Glenn and his wife live in Rehoboth Beach, DE. They have two daughters and a 
granddaughter. 


PROGRAM NOTES 

Haydn's Konzert C-Dur 

The origin of this concerto is controversial, and most program notes include the caveat 
“attributed to Franz Joseph Haydn.” Music publishers in Hadyn’s time often used his 
name to promote and sell works by lesser composers, and that may be true of this 
composition. Nevertheless, it is part of the standard oboe literature, and many recordings 
exist of it. The band arrangement of the first movement by Harvey Zorn has two major 
cuts, shortening an unusually long 42-measure introduction to 16 measures, and a cut of 
a redundant portion of the recapitulation section. 

The Salisbury University Concert Band acknowledges the generosity of the United 
States Military Academy Band, West Point, NY, and its librarian, MSG Gerald Cates, for 
supplying the score and instrumental parts of this band arrangement by Harvey Zorn of 
the Haydn Oboe Concerto. 

Philip Sparke 

(Born in London, 1951) 

Sparke studied composition, trumpet and piano at the Royal College of Music, where he 
gained an ARCM. It was at the college that his interest in bands arose. He played in the 
college wind band and formed a brass band among the students, writing several works for 
both ensembles. At that time, Sparke’s first published works appeared— Concert Prelude 
(brass band) and Gaudium (wind band). A growing interest in his music led to several 
commissions, his first major one being for the Centennial Brass Band Championships in 
New Zealand— The Land of the Long White Cloud. Further commissions followed from 
individual bands, various band associations and the BBC, for whom he three times won 
the EBU New Music for Band Competition (with Slipstream, Skyrider and Orient 
Express). Sparke has written for brass band championships in New Zealand, Switzerland, 
The Netherlands, Australia and the UK, twice for the National Finals at the Albert Hall, 
and his test pieces are constantly in use wherever brass bands can be found. A close 
association with banding in Japan led to a commission ( Celebration ) from and eventual 
recording of his music with the Tokyo Kosei Wind Orchestra. This opened the door 
worldwide to his wind band music and led to several commissions, particularly from the 
United States. In 1996, the U.S. Air Force Band commissioned and recorded Dance 
Movements, which won the prestigious Sudler Prize in 1997. Philip Sparke’s conducting 
and adjudicating activities have taken him to most European countries, Australia, New 
Zealand, Japan and the USA.

Leroy Anderson 

(Born in Cambridge, MA, 1909-died in Waterbury, CT, 1975) 

Anderson first studied music with his mother, who was a church organist. He earned a 
B.A. in music at Harvard University in 1929 and an M.A. in foreign language there the 
following year. As a student he conducted the Harvard Band from 1928 to 1930. He 
became a music instructor at Radcliffe College from 1930 to 1932 and returned to 
Harvard as band conductor from 1932 to 1935. Later he served as a church choir 
director, an organist, a conductor and a composer-arranger whose works in the “encore” 
category have few equals. Anderson was a captain in the U.S. Army Intelligence Corps 
during and after WWII, was a member of the Phi Beta Club and is survived by four 
children. 

Ukranian Bell Carol 

The Ukranian Bell Carol is part of a large choral work titled Shchedryk by the Ukranian 
composer Mykola Dnrytrovich Leontovych (1877-1921). It was first performed by students 
of Kiev University in December 1916. 

The tune is an adaptation of an old ‘shchedrivka,’ a song traditionally sung on 
Ukranian New Year’s Eve (January 13) which hopes for good fortunes in the year to come, 
in Shchedryk, Leontovych added the lyrics which concern the legend claiming that when 
Jesus was born, all the bells on earth started ringing in his honor. 

The tune has since been the inspiration of at least four different Christmas carols, of 
which Carol of the Bells is the most famous. Carol of the Bells was adapted (both melody 
and lyrics) from Leontovych’s original in 1936 by Peter J. Wilhousky (1902-1978), 
composer, arranger, teacher and eminent choral director, for a concert with his famous All 
City High School Chorus of New York. 

Nevertheless Philip Sparke has sourced the original Ukrainian melody to create this 
stirring arrangement. 

Carol of the Shepherds 

The hymn tune “Quem Past ores Laudavere” dates back to the 14th century and is widely 
known throughout the Christian world. Although the tune has been set to a number of 
different texts in different countries, it was originally a carol, celebrating the Christmas 
story, in particular the visit of the Angel Gabriel to the shepherds. 

This simple but expressive setting presets three verses of the hymn tune, featuring first the 
trombones, secondly the woodwinds and finally the whole band. 

Sammy Nestico 

(Born in Pittsburgh, PA, 1924) 

At the age of 17 Nestico became staff trombonist for a radio station in Pittsburgh. Later 
he graduated from Duquesne University and accepted a teaching position in Wilnrerding, 
PA. Subsequently he joined the U.S. Air Force as director of the ‘Airmen of Note” and 
became known as an outstanding composer and arranger for service musical 
organizations. Nestico has over 200 compositions published and is known as one of the 
few composers who can write equally well for school musicians and professionals. Since 
retiring from the service, he has lived on the West Coast where he continues to write.
